Reduced Turnover, But Britain 8tlU 
Leading. 


Britain's supremacy In the oversea 
trade of the world Is again exemplified 
in a jboard of trade return just issued, 
says a London exchange. The figures 
given in the return represent the im¬ 
ports and exports of several countries 
during the first half of -the present year 
as compared With the corresponding 
periods of the two preceding years. 

In all the five leading countries quot¬ 
ed below, except the United States, tha 
imports represent articles for home 
consumption, and In all cases the ex¬ 
perts are of goods of home production. 
The, Belgian returns are for principal 
articles ohly:
